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Suggestions for saving water 


The News is re-running the series of articles on 
water which ran in the paper mid-1990 and was written 
by Jan Maddox. Ed. 

The Raymond Basin which holds Sierra Madre’s 
water supply is showing the effects of the pro¬ 
longed drought afflicting all of California. 

The Raymond Basin Advisory Board has asked 
all of its users to voluntarily cut their water con¬ 
sumption by 10 percent and the City Council at its 
last meeting adopted a resolution calling for resi¬ 
dents to voluntarily cut their water use by that 
amount. 

Sierra Madre has no other source of water to 
rely on. We’ve never needed additional water and 
being “on our own” has never seemed really cru- 
tial, but as of now the matter appears to be 
getting a bit “dicey.” 

Various methods of conserving water suggested 
in the City Council resolution included repair of 
leaky plumbing fixtures, installation of water-saving 
and low-flow devices, full load only dish and laun¬ 
dry wshing, running of water only for rinsing in the 
shower and in shaving and brushing teeth, garden 
water conservation, mulching of plants, use of 
water-conserving landscaping, utilizing a bucket for 
washing vehicles and sweeping instead of hosing 
down parking areas and driveways. 

The Sierra Madre Beautification Committee is 
presenting a series of articles on water conserva¬ 
tion in gardens which The News is publishing as a 
community service. 

Complimentary Lawn Watering Guides and 
water conservation kits are now available at Sierra 
Madre City Hall, located at 232 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd., to help residents in achieving their voluntary 
10 percent reduction in water usage. 


Several residents who were in attendance at the 
council meeting in which conservation measures 
were requested of citizens by the city suggested that 
the city itself practice better conservation measures 
in connection to use of water on various con¬ 
struction projects and in parks and recreation areas. 
They expressed the feeling that the city should serve- 
as an example, rather than practicing measures which 
they felt were wasteful. 

In this series of articles on our current water 
problems we will take a look at various ways we can 
secure additional water if the drought continues. 

We will review the history of our membership 
in the San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water District, 
including the amount of money paid by Sierra 
Madreans over the 31 years of our membership, look 
at why the district still has no way to furnish us with 
added water and what is, or is not, being planned to 
at long last provide us with the benefits for which 
we have paid millions of dollars without ever receiv¬ 
ing. 

We will look at how various councilmembers 
view this situation, as well as our representative to 
the district, Charles I. Corp, and what they envision 
as possible solutions. 

We will also look at various plans to get extra 
water credit from the San Gabriel Basin in which we 
have no rights, but which benefits from water we 
spread and subsequently percolates down into the 
lower basin. 

And we will take a look at other possible sources 
of added waiter, such as provision by the Metrq.- 
pditan Water District, which has a pipeline runnirig ' 
under Grandview Ave., a possibility of drilling 
additional water tunnels or a suggestion for util¬ 
izing Bailey Canyon water.

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Canyon residents slowed to 15 miles per hour

Although many Sierra Madre Canyon residents 
thought that 15 miles per hour was already the of¬ 
ficial maximum speed limit, it was not. Rather, the 
15 MPH signs, yellow in color, had been posted for 
years as advisory signs to warn motorists about the 
narrow, twisting, blind cornered lanes. The actual 
speed limit on all canyon roadways was 25 MPH. 

Last June, after an accident, the third within the 
past five years, involving a child pedestrian or bicy¬ 
cle rider and a motor vehicle, inquiries were made to 
Chief of Police Bill Betts and it was learned that the 
speed limit was 25 MPH. In order to change the of¬ 
ficial speed limit, to what many of the residents 
thought would be a safer 15 MPH, official traffic 


studies would have to be conducted. 

In August, after public comment was made at a 
City Counil meeting, the council directed City Ad¬ 
ministrator Jim McRea to request a study of the 
traffic problems of the canyon. 

Canyon residents pointed out that four activities 
were taking place simultaneously on these narrow 
roads: parking, pedestrian uses (there are no 
sidewalks)vehicular traffic and bicycle-riding, which 
is enjoyed by both children and adults. Further¬ 
more, the main thoroughfare. Woodland Ave., was 
recently resurfaced and traffic was beginning to 
move faster then it had before. 

By the end of September, the traffic studies were 
completed and Chief Betts recommended that the 
canyon speed limit be changed to 15 MPH. The data 
gathered during the traffic studies showed that 15 


MPH was, in fact, the safe speed limit for the can¬ 
yon. 

The City Council put this new speed limit into ef¬ 
fect by adopting Ordinance 1072 early in December. 

Canyon streets affected are: Woodland Drive, 
Alta Vista Drive, Vista Sunnyside Lane. On the even¬ 
ing of the adoption of the ordinance several canyon 
resident were presented to applaud the change that 
would make for a safer environment for all the 
residents of the Canyon and to thank the City Coun¬ 
cil and Police Department for their efforts. 

By now all canyon residents, and visitors to this 
tranquil, mountain enclave, have noticed the newly 
posted signs. As recommended by one resident, 
Caroline Brown, the signs are frequently and 
strategically posted, for the safety of all canyon road¬ 
way users.

When the town of Deer Island lost its native 
son, they didn’t hear about it on the radio or see 
it on a tube. They probably received a telegram 
or a visit from a Union officer, and the death 
could be absorbed by all slowly, and privately. 
We must now deal with cameras focusing on 


teartui wives and mothers, and reporters asking 
for statements. It all seems so tasteless. 

I’d just like to see this thing sliced and diced 
and over with quickly. I’d like to see a Holly¬ 
wood ending, just like the film, “The Wind and 
the Lion.” Some guy over there. The Risuli, 
kidnapped an American woman and her kids. 
Teddy Roosevelt sent in the Atlantic Squadron 
and showed Morocco what buckshot could 
do to a towel. 

That’s the irony of this whole mess. We had 
to do the same thing, basically, way back 
then. There is a good chance we will have to do 
it again. There will always be people coming 
into power like The Risuli...and Hussein. It 
would be nice if we could do scxne homework 
on this and try to minimize the potential, 
but as long as we have countries willing to wink 
and work under the table, these pathological 
misfits will always be around with their newly 
acquired arsenals. 

As for me. I’m trying to make up with all my 
goose-hunting friends I’ve offended. I want to 
stay on the good side of straight-shooting 
sons a’ guns.

Seminar explains 
check handling 

Bad checks. The scourge of many businesses. 

Sierra Madre Police Chief Bill Betts discussed check, 
credit card and refund fraud at a recent seminar spon¬ 
sored by Main Street and the Chamber of Commerce. 

The chief told the group, “You may charge a $10 
fee for a bad check. Call the person whose check has 
bounced and make no agreement with them. If they 
say, ‘I’ll pick it up,’ you say ‘It’s in the bank.’ Then 
you fill out a bad check report at the police department. 
If it comes back a second time, you can send the check 
to the district attorney.’’ 

The chief explained, “When you accept a check, 
take some time approving the check. After all, you’re 
approving your own money. Watch for government 
checks. Check the IDs. Learn how to identify a fraud¬ 
ulent ID.’’ 

He told them that it is important to have a check 
cashing policy. You can merely say, “It’s store pol¬ 
icy” to save face for those who might be embarrassed. 
Then, he said, it doesn’t become personal. 

Primary identification is the California driver lic¬ 
ense. Compare the name, address and signature on 
the license with those on the check. Compare the 
photo on the license with the person presenting the 
check. 

Another identification is the California DMV 
identification and still another is a military ident¬ 
ification card. 

You can also use credit cards and bank guarantee 
cards. 

To get in touch with the district attorney’s office, 
Betts said, just write in care of the Bad Check En¬ 
forcement Program, 210 W. Temple St., Room 
16-111, Los Angeles, Ca. 90012. 

These practices are also good for those of you who 
decide to sell a car or other large pieces of property 
privately.

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1980 was the original copyright date for Eve 
Bunting’s Terrible Things, published then by Harper 
and Row, illustrated with great skill and poignancy 
by Stephen Gammell. I read it last week and it 
seemed to fit perfectly into this very moment in time, 
when children in a classroom tell me, sad faced, 
that “the war is about oil.” 

I was glad I had just read “Terrible Things” and 
could assure them that perhaps there are more 
noble, virtuous, self-less values involved. 

The copy I read of this book was a re-printing 
by The Jewish Publication Society, done in 1989 as 
an Edward E. Elson book. A sub-title was 
added to the original: “An Allegory of the Holo¬ 
caust,” and indeed it is. The moral of the story, 
simply stated is: if we are not for others (when 
The “Terrible Things” come) then who will be for us 
(when they come for us as well). 

It is told as a children’s story with symmetry 
and repetition and a gentle cast of characters: 
rabbits, fish, birds, frogs, squirrels, porcupines. 

The story begins: “The clearing in the woods 
was home to the small creatures.” And then 
Little Rabbit notices The Terrible Things coming. 
He notices them first by their terrible smell, their 
terrible feet, and the terrible gleam of their terrible 


eyes. 

They come to take away first every creature with 
feathers, then those with bushy tails, those that 
swim, and eventually they have come for every 
creature. For no reason. Only Little Rabbit, 
who has watched with terror and dread, remains 
to tell the story and hopes someone will listen. 

Earlier Big Rabbit told him:‘Just mind your own 
business, we don’t want them to be mad at us,” 
and “Just be glad it wasn’t us they wanted.” 
After the capture of the other creatures, the ones 
remaining would rationalize; the birds were too 
noisy anyway, the squirrels too greedy, etc. etc. 

But eventually it was not only their heads that 
were buried in the sand of denial. 

Reading this story now, I could not help but 
consider our current situation in the Persian Gulf. 
We are fighting a war not only for oil but against 
The Terrible Things. Whe have made a stand 
against them, saying enough is enough. At least, 
this is what I want to be able to tell children. 

Little Rabbit thinks at the end: “I should have tried 
to help the others rabbits, if only we creatures 
had stuck together, it could have been different.” 

I want to tell children that we are making a 
difference and that is a Wonderful Thing.

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Vivion Brewer named ‘Senior’

Vivion Lenon Brewer, a resident of the Sierra 
Madre Skilled Nursing Facility, is 90 years old and the 
frailties of her age are very evident. They tell you 
nothing, however, about the wonderful person she is 
and of her lifetime accomplishments, many of them 
rare for women of that period. 

As a tribute to her and her special life SNF has 
named her their “Senior of the Month.” 

Born in Little Rock, Ark., to parents she adored 
and enjoying a happy childhood, she grew up as a 
tomboy with a brother two years younger with 
whom she played and fought and a sister who was 8 
years older. After graduation at 16 from Little Rock 
High School, she went to Smith College in 
Massachusetts where she majored in sociology, and 
graduated cum laude. Being from the South in New 
England she was quickly dubbed “Arkie,” an early 
experience in discrimination. 

During summer vacations she worked in her 
father’s bank. Her plan was to graduate and work 
in the slums of New York but when graduation roll¬ 
ed around there was a need for her in the bank so she 
took business courses and went to work as a 
stenographer for her father. Later, she and a friend 
started the first gift shop in Little Rock. Tea was 
served to the customers. When her business partner 
became ill they sold the shop. Vivion then went 
abroad with school chums. For 13 months they 
wandered all over Europe. 

She returned to a new job and promotion at the 
bank in 1926 and one year later was elected to the 
bank’s board of directors, a rare honor for a 
woman. As her star was rising in business she went 
to law school at night, passed the bar in 1929, doing, 
all this while studying tap dancing for exercise. 

Vivion studied bank trust departments, started a 
trust department at her bank which she was allowed 
to head. Later, she was elected bank vice president, 
making her a real pioneer. 

During Vivion’s stint at law school she met Joe 
Brewer.. They were married in 1930 and moved to 
Washington, D. C., when Joe served as secretary to 
his uncle. Senator Joseph T. Robinson, who was then 
Senate Majority leader. In 1933 they lost their only 
child, born that year. 

Washington opened Vivion’s eyes to the problems 
of black people and she returned to Ardansas with 
new insight for racial problems. Back home Joe took 
a job as a personnel director. Early on she worked 
within her community and in rural areas to improve 
economic, social and health conditions among blacks. 

In 1957 Arkansas Gov. Orval Faubus resisted the 
governmental order to desegregate public schools by 
closing Little Rock Schools. Vivion became chair of 
the “Women’s Emergency Committee for Public

Schools” and they were successful in the reopening of 
the schools. Her entire life was changed because of 
the stand she took. 

Their home was shot at by night riders so many 
times that Joe kept a collection of the bullets and shell 
casings in a box in the kitchen. There were telephone 
and mail threats. Joe's health broke under the pres¬ 
sure and he was forced into retirement. 

Although Vivion wa.-, not a mother herself she also 
worked diligently to improve schools, especially for 
blacks. They set up a group of volunteers to help in 
the schools (volunteers were unheard of then) and 
started a kindergarten, ^he drove into the black ten- 
ament areas to explain Vhat she was trying to do'so

There are those who 
maintain that Jesus was 
only an excellent moral 
teacher and that was the 
reason He came. The 
world of His day had 
more moral teaching than 
it needed. Jesus didn’t 
come to make bad people 
moral or moral people 
more moral. He came 
so that we mightbecome 
right with God and to 
give us the right perspec¬ 
tive on things. Pastor was 
dealing with the parable 
of the rich fool and was 
pointing out the innate 
covetousness of the rich 
fool. Covetousness is the 
desire to get more of what 
you already have enough 
of. It’s an orientation 
to the things of life and 
the fact that these things 
of life will make your 
life more complete. Jesus 


tells us to beware that 
we’re not seduced into 
thinking that to be bet¬ 
ter off is to be better. 

The rich young fool 
was preparing for life but 
neglected to prepare for 
death. There are no safe¬ 
ty deposit boxes in cas¬ 
kets. A man who prepares 
for life and doesn’t pre¬ 
pare for death will ulti¬ 
mately have written on his 
tombstone, “fool,” by 
God Almighty, Himself, 

Now this is not a moral 
story told by a moral 
man. Rather, it is a story 
told by our Savior on 
the importance of our 
priorities. We must deal 
with life but in so doing 
must prepare for death 
and acceptance by God. 
Christ is the answer to 
both facets and that is 
what we must never lose 
sight of.

At the January Garden 
Club meeting Lynn Lom¬ 
bard of “The Velvet 
Leaf” in San Dimas talk¬ 
ed on African violets and 
brought a number of 
beautiful plants to display 
the different sizes and 
varieties. These plants 
are classed into sizes by 
measuring across the leaf 
span. Thirty-six inches 
across is the dessert place 
size, 14” to 20” is stand¬ 
ard and the miniatures are 
8 inches, 6 inches and 4 
inches for semi-miniature, 
real miniature and micro¬ 
mini, respectively. 

Lombard gave infor¬ 
mation on how to grow 
these plants under less- 
than-perfect conditions- 
in the home, that is. The 


single most important 
factor in African violet 
culture is proper watering. 
Use any water fit for 
drinking, always tepid and 
never water that has been 
through a water softener. 
Water only when top of 
soil is dry to the touch and 
water from either the top, 
bottom or by wicks. At 
least every third watering 
should be from the top to 
wash down accumulating 
salts. Never allow plants 
to stand in water after soil 
has taken up what it can 
hold and do not over¬ 
water. (Plants get air not 
only through foliage but 
the roots as well, so not to 
over-water is important.) 

Adequate light is a 
must for abundant bloom.

“We’re the luckiest people in the world. We go to 
work and we howl with laughter all day. My job is 
wonderful — it’s really the greatest!’’ 

That’s what Sierra Madre resident Miriam Trog- 
don has to say about her work as a television comedy 
writer. The petite brunette currently writes for the 
popular series, “Major Dad,” after several seasons 
will “Bob Newhart Show.” 

Trogdon’s interest in writing for television be¬ 
gan years ago, when she watched the original “Dick 
Van Dyke Show,” which featured a television series 
writer. A resident of Virginia, she enrolled for a 
semester in a playwriting course, and wrote a “pre¬ 
tend” script for a show that was then on the air. 
That experience was so satisfying that she decided 
this was what she wanted to do for a living. 

Taking the plunge, Trogdon and a friend submit¬ 
ted a script to the director of “Taxi.” To their de¬ 
light, he contacted them, telling them they had talent 
and should keep trying. Four years later, Trogdon 
came to Los Angeles with her husband, Michael 
Charters, eager to break into the business. She sub¬ 
mitted a script for the Newhart show, which met with 
such favorable response that she was given an assign¬ 
ment. The episode Trogdon was asked to write 
involved Newhart getting his own talk show, and 
introduced actor Peter Scolari as a regular on the 
program. 

Trogdon was on her way. After one more assign¬ 


ment, she became a regular on the staff. She worked 
on the Newhart Show for four seasons, both as a full¬ 
time and a part-time writer, and also on the series 
“All is forgiven,” “The Tracy Ullman Show” and 
“Coming of Age.” For the last two seasons, her 
writing efforts have been featured on “Major 
Dad.” Before this show got underway, the writers 
took a trip to Camp Pendleton to get a feeling for 
their subject matter, touring the facilities as well as 
taking with families of marines. 

Trogdon explains that a script for a show repre¬ 
sents a cooperative effort, with one person taking 
the lead. A writer introduces a story idea, and the 
other writers contribute ideas about what will make it 
go. Then the person who originated the idea writes 
the script alone, with later input from the production 
staff to improve the flow. Stars occasionally suggest 
general ideas for a plot, says Trogdon, but they 
seldom “pitch lines.” 

Comedians are not as funny in real life as they are 
on the show, Trogdon comments, but they all have 
good senses of humor — particularly Newhart, 
“who can be a very funny man.” 

Trogdon praises Newhart for his ability to sur¬ 
round himself with funny characters in his cast. 
“He gets to react to them and that makes his own 
role funnier,” she says. “He’s not a man who needs 
to hog the limelight. He’s a very professional person, 
who sets a good tone for the whole cast.” 

Coming up with fresh ideas week after week is 
not an easy task, Trogdon acknowledges, and that, 
she says, is why writers move to new shows fairly fre¬ 
quently. Seeing that characters evolve is another task 


for writers. “The characters need to change and 
grow, just like people do,” she says. “It helps to 
keep them fresh, and to keep new ideas for the show 
flowing in.” 

Of new shows on the air, Trogdon says she 
particularly likes “Coach” and “Wings,” and has 
enjoyed many episodes of “Married people.” 

Trogdon and her husband, Michael Charters, have 
lived in Sierra Madre since 1984. They heard of the 
town through a person working on the “Newhart” 
show, who said “You must come and see this place.” 
“We came up, and fell in love with it,” Trogdon 
says. “We love it here.” 

The couple live with their 2-and-one-half year old 
daughter in a three-bedroom, two-story home “of no 
particular architectural tradition.” Charters does 
volunteer work at La Brea Tar Pits, and gives 
tours to school children at the Los Angeles Zoo. He 
also takes care of their daughter. 

Trodgon and Charters both love to hike around 
Sierra Madre. “It’s the best walking town 1 know,” 
she says, “There are lots of little roads and there’s 
interesting eclectic architecture. You can be on a 
busy street, and just a little later, in a canyon. 
And you always feel safe.” Trogdon adds that she 
loves the way the town has “little events,” like the 
day the wistaria vine is publicized for people to come 
to see, and the day Santa Claus comes to town. 

All in all, Trogdon considers herself a lucky per¬ 
son. She has a wonderful family and a fine home 
town, and she can always look forward to spending 
her day on a terrific job, howling with laughter as 
she works with some of the world’s funniest people.

This column has often 
mentioned the Equity- 
waiver theaters which pro¬ 
liferate all over L.A. 
county as actors want to 
act and find a place to do 
it. There are hundreds of 
these theaters, located in 
schools, churches, ware¬ 
houses, store fronts, de¬ 
funct movie houses, any 
place that can pass the Fire 
Department regulations. 

Pasadena had one in a 
garage, ousted by rising 
rents, and one in a bank, 
and one in a hotel dining 
room, all quite successful, 
the last two flunking the 
fire department tests, 
which are very precise. 
Fortunate is the group 
that can find a spot to 
house their audience, 
their stage and their light¬ 
ing equipment for a reas¬ 
onable rental. The a- 
mount of energy and 
imagination expended is 
incredible. 

Behind a store front a 
few doors north of Holly¬ 
wood Blvd. on Kenmore, 
slightly reminicent of the 
old Delacey Street the¬ 
atre, is the Theatre of 
N.O.T.E. (New One-act 
Theater Ensemble).

“The Great American

gressively more and more 
bored with each other and 
are on the verge of break¬ 
ing up. Their older son 
(Jack Moore) has dropped 
out into a dead-end job 
and drug abuse, their older 
daughter (Nanea Reeves) 
has drifted into mysticism 
and “finding herself.” 
Their youngest (Karen 
Gedissman), a bright child 
with an air of spurious 
aplomb, insulates herself 
with school work, and 
their collage son (Matt 
Blair) finds that he has 
been isolated from it all 
by an “everything’s fine” 
attitude that he has just 
realized is nonsense. 

As he tries to be helpful, 
he finds that he is too little 
and too late. But the sit¬ 
uation may not be all bad. 
The children seem to be 
survivors and may do 
better after a shake up. >

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City council adopts ordinance 
for mandatory water reduction 


Recognizing the 
seriousness of Cali¬ 
fornia’s five-year 
drought, the Arcadia City 
Council adopted on Tues¬ 
day night an urgency or¬ 
dinance and resolution 
which establishes a man¬ 
datory water conservat¬ 
ion plan. 

This ordinance con¬ 
tains five phases of im¬ 
plementation starting 
with prohibited water 
uses and continuing with 
mandatory reductions in 
water use. 

Each water customer 
wilt be required to re¬ 
duce water use by 10 
percent from the base 
period amount; the base 
period being a three-year 
average of usage for each 
billing period during fis¬ 
cal years 1987-88 through 
1989-90. 

Violations will result in 
surcharge penalties for 
water used in excess of 
base allotments. For the 


first violation, the excess 
used will be billed at two 
times the current water 
rate. Subsequent vio¬ 
lations will carry a sur¬ 
charge penalty of up to 
four times the current 
water rate for excess 
water use. Flagrant vio¬ 
lations may lead to mis¬ 
demeanor charges. 

Revenues generated by 
the penalties will be used 
to offset penalties im¬ 
posed on the city Metro¬ 
politan Water District 
and for operational ex¬ 
penses related to water 
conservation efforts, in¬ 
cluding public education. 

The first phase of the 
ordinance, which was 
approved unanimously, 
includes prohibited water 
uses, including notice 
that there shall be no 
washing of sidewalks, 
walkways, driveways or 
parking areas. 

Additionally, no water 
shall be used to clean, fill 


or maintain levels in 
decorative fountains un¬ 
less such water is part of 
a recycling system; no 
lawn, landscape or other 
turf areas shall be watered 
or irrigated between the 
hours of 10 a.m. and 
4 p.m. and no such areas 
shall be watered in a 
wasteful manner. 

The ordinance states 
that no restaurant, hotel, 
cafe or cafeteria shall 
serve drinking water to 
any customer unless ex¬ 
pressly requested by the 
customer. 

Violators will receive 
written notices and re¬ 
curring violations will be 
subject to misdemeanor 
charges. 

The new ordinance and 
resolution became 
effective on Feb. 5; and 
the 10 percent mandatory 
reduction will take effect 
with the first full billing 
period commencing on or 
after Feb. 5.
